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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The complete 
removal of the covering layer comprising the infiltrated Zr0 2 (specification, page 13-14, 
line 37-38, 1-4) and leaving just the pure crystalline oxide Zr0 2 containing core 
(specification page 13, line 7-1 1 ; page 14, line 6-9) was not disclosed by the prior art. 
Although the closest prior art Thiel (US PN 5910273) teaches removing infiltrated 
sintered material from a dental restoration (col. 2, line 41-43) and Glass (US PN 
5478785) teaches a pure crystalline oxide core surrounded by the sintered infiltrated 
composite material (figure 1 ), neither Thiel or Glass teach the concept of removing the 
infiltrated composite material, or covering layer, in order expose the pure crystalline 
oxide core, nor does the teaching of Glass indicate or render obvious that the pure 
oxide core contains unexpected properties.
